WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
Undersecretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson told Senators today that 
the army’s light and médium tanks 
were “superior in speed, armor and 
weapons to. those of any other 
army” and its bombing and pursuit 
planes better than Europe's best. 

In a lengthy explanation of the 
defense procurement program, Pat- 
terson asserted charges that the 
War Department had favored large 
concerns in letting contracts were 
unfounded, 

As for geographical factors in 
letting -contracts, Patterson re- 
marked: 

“We have to take industrial 
America as we found it. For steel, 
we. went to the established steel 
mills. For automobiles, we went 
to Detroit. So does the general 
public.” 

He appeared before the special 
Senate Committee headed by Sen- 
ator Truman (Dem.), Missouri, 
which is investigating - defense 
costs and progress.

Egyptians Discuss Military 
Steps— Nazi Air Arm 
Threat to Naval Aid— 
English Claim 200 Pris- 
oners at Tobruk. 


LONDON, April 15 (AP).—Thouw- 
sands of British imperial troops 
released from the East African 
front: were reported moving to the 
defense of Egypt today in a race 
with mechanized Axis forces push- 
ing from the west in a drive aimed 
at. the Suez Canal. 

With the British garrison at To- 
bruk, Libya, hemmed in by Ger- 
man and Italian units which al- 
ready have reached the Egyptian 


outpost of Sollum, there no longer 
was any attempt here to minimize 
the seriousness of the situation. 

Although public confidence in 
Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell, Brit- 
ish Middle East Commander, ap- 
peared strong, most observers 
agreed he was facing @ more dif- 
ficult task than a few months 
ago, when he drove the Italians out 
of Egypt. 

This time, they pointed out, the 
British fleet—which played a big 
part in blasting ‘the Italians from 
positions along the North Afri- 
can coast be facing the threat 
of Nazi’ ' bombers.

The British command in Cairo 
announced today that 200 Germans 
were taken prisoner, more’ than 
100 Axis soldiers killed and 15 of 
their tanks destroyed in a repulsed 
attack yesterday on Tobruk. The 
British acknowledged losing eight 
tanks. 

Twenty-two Axis planes were de- 
clared to have been downed in 
raids against Tobruk. 

Heavy damage and many casual- 
ties were inflicted on Axis forces, 
the communique added, in raids on 
airdromes and troop concentra- 
tions in Cirenaica (Eastern 
Libya). 

In the Sollum area, the British 
command said “We inflicted losses 
on the enemy by patrol and artil- 
lery action.” 

The village of Sollum is believed 
to have changed hands several 
times. The British, however, were 
described as holding the lower 
half-of the escarpment and the bot- 
tom of the’ cliffs at Sollum. 

Egyptian Preparations. 

The German-Italian threat to 
Alexandria and the Suez raised 
the possibility that Egypt, thus far 
a non-belligerent, might find it- 
self at war any day.

The present bill, in effeet, gives 
the County Court a blank check to 
buy the water company.

“I am today writing to the St.

APPEAL IN TYPHOID! 


~ FPDEMIG. CASE 


Illinois Supreme Court Re- 
verses Sentence and Fine 
of State Health Direc- 


tor. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 15 
(AP).—The Illinois Supreme Court 
today reversed the conviction of 
A. L. Bowen, former State Welfare 
Director, by the Kankakee County 
Circuit Court on charges of omis- 
sion of duty following a typhoid 
epidemic which took 60 lives at the 
Manteno State Hospital] in 1939. 

The court’s opinion that “the 


State failed to prove guilty” 
of failure to safe the hospi- 
tal’c drinking water supply fol- 
lowed a 20-month fight by the 71- 
year-old veteran welfare official 
to establish his innocence. 

Bowen was convicted last June 


and sentenced July 1 by Circuit 
Judge James V. Bartley of Joliet 
to removal from office and pay- 
ment of a $1000 fine. 

The primary defense offered by 
Bowen at his trial was that the 
epidemic was not the result of 
contaminated drinking water, but 
rather was traceable to a woman 
| carrier of the disease. On this 
| point the Supreme Court said: “It 
' was not proved, and we cannot as- 
sume, that typhoid bacillus was 
ever found in the drinking water.” 

The opinion nullified the fine 
and order of suspension from of-

‘Comeback’ 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP).— 
Henry Armstrong, former feather- 
weight, lightweight and welter- 
weight champion, is due here to- 
day to discuss with his manager, 
Eddie Mead, and Promoter Mike 
Jacobs the possibility of his stag- 
ing a comeback.

Jockey Testifies He Took 
$500 to “Fix” Coast Race 


LOS ANGELES, April 15 (AP).—A former jockey, 


Elmer 


(“Whitey”) Phillips, testified yesterday ‘he accepted $500 from Bernard 
Einstoss to fix a race at Hollywood Park so that a horse named Waralii, 
second choice in the betting, would win. 


When the horse ran sixth in a 
seven-horse race, Phillips said Ein- 
stoss threatened to shoot him, He 
“thought it would be a good time 
to go to San Diego,” so he went. 

Phillips’ testimony was, given in 
the trial of Einstoss and four oth- 
ers on charges of contributing to 
the delinquency of minor jockeys, 
censpiracy and bookmaking. 

“It was just a shakedown,” the 
former San Ferdando boy testified, 
“I took $250 of the $500 and gave 
it to Murphy.” 

Irvin Sangbusch, also known as 
Murphy, one of the original defend- 
ants, turned State’s evidence after 
charges against him were dis- 
missed, 

Jockey Gus Dye said he was paid 
$200 to keep the horse Rodney Pan 
out of the money in a race at Hol- 
lywood Park in 1938. 

“Td ridden the horse several 


times before,” said the jockey. “He 
is the kind that will run like a 
flash if you keep a tight hold on 
him, If you want him to win, you 
have to pull him all the way. 

“The only way to run him out of 
the money is to let him run loose 
so that he'll stumble and flop 
around,”

People beyond the frontiers of 
Italy can scarcely imagine the ef- 
fect on Italian nerves of reports 
that the British were dropping 
down from the skies. British 
attempts to wreck the aqueduct 
that supplies two Southern prov- 
inces with water was so badly 
botched that the supply ran again 
after two and a half days, but the 
effect from the point of view of 
propaganda far exceeded that brief 
interruption. 

The attitude, moreover, of cap- 
tured British parachutists is 
known to Italians and impressed 
them. The volunteers are all bull- 
necked Englishmen far from deca- 
In one prison camp they 
have already dug their way out 
twice only to be recaptured in 
each instance by sheer inadver- 
tence. When asked what they would 
have done had they gotten away 
from the camp safely, these men 
answered with a contempt that the 
Italian himself admires. “We 
would have stolen a warship from 
the Royal Italian Navy,” they 


said. 

Most amusing of all, these Brit- 
ish parachute jumpers speak oth 
Italian and German. One group 
I know of made the villagers car- 
ry their dynamite to the bridge 
that they successfully destroyed. 
Their contempt for the Italian and 
their attitude of cuffing him into 
obedience is perfectly understood 
in the peninsula. The Italians have 
revised their attitude of Anglo- 
Saxons. Such men win the respect 
even of Fascists. 


Toward America the whole of 
Italy still feels contempt. But 
once the Italians helieve that Ger- 
many can be defeated the country 
will be ready, in my opinion, for 
revolution.

War Won’t Be Decided in Balkans, Africa 
or Mediterranean, but in the Atlantic and 
British Isles—Russia’s Stand Important. 


E are a mercurial country. 
we A fortnight ago we were in 
the dumps because the Yugo- 
slavs had signed a pact with Ger- 
many. Then, a few days later, 
Wwe were elated because the Yugo- 
slavs had reversed the pact. Then 
struck, with their 
characteristic energy in an all-out 
blitzkrieg, and drove right through 
t. Greece, and everywhere one saw 
long faces. 

With Yugoslavia surrounded on 
every frontier and ill-prepared for 
resistance, it was obvious that the 
Germans would plow through. The 
bes expectations might have reck- 
oned in terms of weeks; it hap- 
pened in days. It’s a psychological 
reversal, but it will not determine 
the outcome of this war. 


The war will not be decided in 
North Africa, either. If the Greeks 
can hold out in their mountains, 
with British aid, for a short time, 
the British forces in North Africa 
will finish with Eritrea and Abys- 
sinia, and begin a counter-offen- 
sive in Libya. 

But it will be silly to go into a 
mental tailspin if Greece goes, as 
it probably will. It will not be the 
end of the war if Libya goes to 
the Germans or if Egypt goes. I 
rather expect both things to. hap- 
pen. 

In fact, we are going to see 
dreadful events in the next weeks 
and months, and we may see the 
loss of the whole Mediterranean.

HE importance of the Yugoslav 
1 coup d'etat, however, and the 
immediate German aggression, is 
much larger than the Balkans. 
It brought the war into an’ area of 
vital concern to Russia. The Rus- 
sians began cooling off on the pact 
with the Nazis at the time of the 
Rumanian coup, which, they com- 
plained, had been undertakengwith- 
out consulting them. When Bul- 
garia was occupied they addressed 
sharp words to Bulgaria, if not to 
Germany. When Yugoslavia was 
invaded, they went much further. 
On the eve of the attack they con- 
cluded a treaty of friendship with 
their fellow-Slavs. If Turkey is at- 
tacked, they will go another step 
away from the Axis and actually 
give Turkey aid—their own version 
of a lease-lend bill. 

These diplomatic developments 
are far more fmportant than the 
occupation of Yugoslavia, or even 
Greece, either of which, incidental- 
ly, will continue to be a headache 
to the Germans. The installation 
in Croatia, Yugoslav province, of 
Ante Pavelio, one of the murderers 
of the Yugoslav King, Alexander, 
who has been kept in hock by the 
Italians for this moment, is exactly 
calculated to ‘turn every Serb into 
a guerrilla fighter and an expert 
saboteur. As for the blessing that 
this coup received, or is supposed 
to have received, from Vladimir 
Macek, the Croatian peasant leader 
—Macek is a shrewd peasant who 
more than once has not let his 


right hand know what his left 
hand is doing. 
* © ——— — 

HE decisive areas of this war 

will not be in the Mediterranean 
or in North Africa, but in the 
North Atlantic and in the Middle 
East—around the Red Sea, the 
Arabian Sea and the Indian Ocean. 

And last week, while Yugosla- 
via was collapsing, President 
Roosevelt took two measures of a 
vastly greater importance. He de- 
clared that Greenland is part of 
the Western Hemisphere—which 
the geographers all concede it is— 
and made a deal with the Danish 
Minister in Washington for Amer- 
ican bases there. With this ges- 
ture, he has cut the gap between 
the Western Hemisphere and the 
British Isles to about 1300 miles, 
with Iceland, occupied by the Brit- 
ish, in between. 

And he has declared that, since 
the British have cleaned up Ethio- 
pia, the Red Sea and the Gulf of 
Aden are free for American ships. 

Hitler sooner or later will cer- 
tainly drive through Turkey to 
Iran, because he wants oil, and 
that will bring him in conflict with 
Turkey and sharpen still further 
his relations with Russia. Russia 
will probably not fight unless at- 
tacked, but while not fighting, will 
maintain a benevolent policy to- 
wards Germany’s enemies. 

So the net effect of the Yugo- 
slav heroism is to- estrange Rus- 
sia, while the United States has 
made swift and extremely impor- 
tant moves on the periphery of 
both important areas of the war. 

Viewed on a planetary scale, 
Hitler’s attack is a tweezer move- 
ment, while Roosevelt’s policy rep- 
resents a pincer movement on the 
whole of the European continent, 
or rather peninsula—for that is

F Americans, or for that matter 

Englishmen themselves, want to 

know “How goes it with the Bat- 
tle of the Atlantic?” in future, they 
can read the German communi- 
ques, Or, if they can wait five 
weeks, they can get the official 
British version here in London. 

It was announced today that no 
news was available regarding ship- 
ping losses during the first week of 
April and that in future only 
monthly totals would be given. 
This, it was indicated, was ren- 
dered advisable by the experience 
of recent weeks when weekly to- 
tals have had to be revised time 
and again on receipt uf fresh news. 

An outstanding example was the 
case of the week ended March 16, 
for which losses first were an- 
nounced as 71,000 tons, then as 
94,000 and finally—after a gap of 
three weeks—as 146,000 tons. 

American correspondents are 
completely hog-tied by the new 
regulation, as far as reporting the 
Atlantic battle is concerned. They 
also are handicapped by the reti- 
cence of British authorities re- 
garding destruction of American 
war material. Only last Friday I 
attempted to send news given to 
me by a Cabinet minister with 
the authority to send it. Today, 
four days later, the story still was 
being held up by the censor on in- 
structions from the same “highest 
authority.” 

At the beginning of the war, 
when sinkings were relatively low, 
Lloyd’s Register and the Admiral- 
ty both gave the names of individ- 
ual ships lost and the approximate 
dates on which they were sunk. 
Later, it became the rule to pub- 
lish only weekly totals: The rule 
issued today will leave the Battle 
of the Atlantic in a fog of se- 
crecy. 

According to the last returns, 
British, Allied and neutral shipping 
losses for the entire war totaled 
approximately 5,400,000 tons. 
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Reporter Finds Japanese Bombers | 
Are Unable to Close Burma Road 


Steady Stream of Supplies Reaching China, 
He.Says After 5-Day Trip Over Route— 
Bridge Destroyed Twice, Quickly Rebuilt.

KUNMING, April 15. 

HAVE just completed the five- 
| cay journey from Lashio over 

the Burma highway without en- 
countering any serious inconve- 
nience and without seeing a Japa- 
nese piane. Despite Japanese 
boasts, it is plain that no amount 
of Japanese bombing can halt traf- 
fic over the 716-mile Burma supply 
road. 

Time after time, the Japanese 
have bombed the bridges at two 
of the most vulnerable points on 
the highway—the crossings over 
the Salween and Mekong rivers. 
Yet I was able to make both cross- 
ing by bridge. 

The Salween span, between the 
bomb-scarred mountain slopes, is 
the same bridge the Chinese built 
more than two years ago. It is 
battered, tut usable. The original 
bridge over the Mekong, on the 
other hand, has long since been de- 
stroyed. A second bridge also was 
wrecked. But the indefatigable 
Chinese were not deterred. Now, 
like magic, has appeared a third 
suspension span, built in the amaz- 
ingly short time of six weeks. 

At both rivers indestructible fer- 
ries made of oil drums lie in read- 
iness for use in case either of the 
present bridges is wrecked or 
damaged. 

Women, Children Tend Road. 

The Burma road needs a great 
deal of improvement, but there is 
every likelihood that it’ can be 
kept open with little interruption 
throughout the five-month rainy 
season which begins late in May, 

Because of the great demand for 
labor in laying new railways and 
highways, most of the maintenance 


done by women and children. It 
is a common sight to see mothers 
nursing their infants, between 
shifts, at the roadside. 


work on the Burma road is being. 


As nearly as I can estimate about 
16,000 tons of supplies monthly are 
crossing the Burma frontier into 
China, while about 10,000 tons are 
arriving here at Kunming. Part is 
stored along the way. 


The Japanese cannot block the 
Burma road, except by invading 
Yunnan or Burma and cutting it— 
a tremendous military problem in 
any case, 


During my trip from Rangoon, 
en route to Kunming, I saw numer- 
ous evidences of the closer Chinese- 
British co-operation, which began 
with the reopening of the highway 
last October and recently eulminat- 
ed in the British decision to build 
a Burma link in the new railway 
to China. 


Burma Defenses Strengthened. 


The Japanese penetration into 
neighboring Indo-China and Thai- 
land has finally jolted the British 
in Burma out of their false feeling 
of security, with the result that the 
defenses of that colony are being 
belatedly bolstered at a pace cam- 
parable with that in Malaya. 

At Rangoon last week, I saw 
shiploads of Punjabi troops, fresh 
from India, disembarking, presum- 
ably for service on the hilly Bur- 
ma frontier fronting Thailand and 
Indo-China. They constitute badly 
needed reinforcements for the lim- 
ited numbers of English-Burmese- 
Indian forces already on the 
ground. 


Burma’s greatest weakness is in 
the air, but this will soon be partly 
rectified with the expected arrival 
of a strong detachment of Austra- 
lian flyers for whom quarters are 
under construction in Northern 
Burma, 

When Burma gets its defenses 
in shape, the Japanese will be con- 
fronted with an almost continuous 
barrier against further aggression 
in Southeastern Asia from China, 
through Burma, Malaya and the 
Dutch Indies, to Australia.

GOV. DONNELL’S HARD TASK. . 

Gov. Donnell faces one of the most difficult tasks 
that falls to a chief executive of Missouri—the ap- 
pointment of Police and Election boards in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. Upon his good judg- 
ment in these appointments may depend his success 
or failure as a Governor. There is no doubt that bad 
appointments to these boards could wreck the feeling 
of esteem in which the Governor is now held. 

The work of the police boards touches the life of 
the people in many vital ways. An inefficient or 
corrupt Police Board means an inefficient or corrupt 
police force, and this in turn gives rise to the worst 
evils that can prey upon a city. We have seen what 
happened in Kansas City when the police were con- 
trolled by Tom Pendergast; we know that one of 
the high spots in the administration of Gov. Stark 
was his championship of a bill to return control of 
the Kansas City police to the State. 

As for Election boards, both St. Louis and Kansas 
City have had horrible examples of the wrong kind 
of appointments. The board headed by James A. 
Waechter here permitted 46,000: ghost names to be 
placed on the registration lists, as well as other 
violations of the election laws. Upon the disclosure 
of these scandals, it became necessary for Gov. Park, 
who appointed the Waechter board, to dismiss it 
from office. 

Gov. Stark’s big test came when he appointed an 
Election Board in Kansas City. It will be recalled 
that Stark had been supported by Pendergast in his 
race for Governor, and there were many who feared 


} that he would be controlled by the boss. There was 


one sure way to find out, and that was to see if he 
should appoint members of the Pendergast machine 
as Election Board members, through whom the ma- 
chine could continue to roll up its thousands of 
fraudulent ballots. Gov. Stark electrified the State 
by naming a board distinctly anti-Pendergast in 
membership, and from that moment, the war between 
Pendergast and Stark was on. We all remember who 
won that war. 

It is no easy task that confronts Gov. Donnell, 
to be sure; nevertheless, as other Governors have 
done before him, he can solve it by sternly insisting 
upon the very best citizens for Police and Election 
board membership, regardless of political consider- 
ations. These are the jobs that politicians covet 
above all others because of the great power that is 
involved. By the same token, these are the jobs 
that should be most zealously protected in the pub- 
lic interest against professional political influence. 

Gov. Donnell, like Judge Becker, owes his election 
to a great uprising of independent voters. These 
voters have confidence that he will rise to the high- 
est obligations of public service in saying who shall 
control police and elections in Missouri's large cities. 
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REAL STATESMANSHIP. 

The United States Steel Corporation, which dem- 
onstrated that,an old “fogy” can be a leader in a 
streamlined age when it signed its historic agree- 
ment with the CIO in 1937 while lesser competitors 
plunged into a bloody industrial war, yesterday 
renewed its title to the laurels won four years ago. ° 

It signed a new agreement with the union, grant- 
ing the request for a wage increase of 10 cents an 
hour, a more liberal vacation policy and various 
lesser wishes of the men. The union, on its part, 
dropped demands for a closed shop and the check- 
off system of collecting dues. 

Employes of the company are thus given a share 
in its mounting profits—a share which they need 
to meet gradually rising living costs. The company, 
especially through the minor concessions which cost 
little in terms of dollars, and cents, assures itself 
of a morale that is above value, especially in this 
emergency. ae 

And all this without the loss of so much as an 
hour’s time! Here is a real tribute to the indus- 
trial statesmanship of “Big Steel.” 
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, A FAKE ISSUE ON TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 

The opponents:of teachers’ retirement systems for 
Missouri’s large cities are few and far between, 
and they have not dared come into the open, since 
public support of the plan is so strong. They do 
occasionally work from behind the scenes, however, 
and now are seeking to create a false issue by dwell- 
ing on the situation of teachers in rural and small- 
town schools. 

The proposed legislation for St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph provides for joint contributions by the 
Boards of Education and the teachers, with no con- 
tributions by the State. This follows the pattern of 
Federal social security, in which teachers are not 
included. It is now reported, although no bill to this 
end has been introduced, that a movement is on foot 
for a statewide pension system, to be financed en- 
tirely by local school districts. These districts, out- 
side the cities, get most of their funds from the 
State. Senate committee members are said to fear 
that approval of the city teachers’ pension plan would 
make it more difficult to reject this alleged scheme. 

Rural teachers are, of course, entitled to retire- 
ment privileges just as much as city teachers are. 
If they wish to adopt a plan similar to that now 
pending for city teachers, they would no doubt re- 
ceive popular support. But as for complete financing 
from tax funds, there would not be a chance, in the 
present condition of State and local revenues. The case

‘The ‘Truman Committee is holding its first hear- | - 


ings in its investigation to find out whether Uncle 
Sam is getting his money’s worth out of the defense 
program. : | 
The Truman Committee is a special Senate inves- 
tigating body proposed, organized and headed by 


Senator Harry S. Truman of Missouri. Its purpose | 


is to explore the field of defense contracts, expendi- 
tures and performances. The goal is to put into 
the hands of the Government enough information 
to enable it to stop any trend toward profiteering 
that may become apparent. This must be done if 
we are to avoid the sort of scandals that have 
marked every war or defense effort hitherto under- 
taken by this nation. 

Will Senator Truman’s committee make good on 
this aim? No one can tell. It is a huge order. But 
the omens are favorable. There are several excel- 
lent men on the committee. Mr. Truman himself 
has done forthright and skillful work in the railroad 
investigations. Senator Hatch of New Mexico proposed 
and led the fight for the clean politics law which 
bears his name. Other members of the committee 
are Senators Mead of New York, Brewster of Maine, 
Connally of Texas and Wallgren of Washington. 

Of at least equal importance is the selection of 
the committee’s. counsel, a hard-hitting Government 
lawyer, Hugh Fulton. Committee lawyers usually 
run the show, more or less, and Fulton has a fine 
reputation. 

So, although it is too early to make real prophe- 
cies, it appears that Senator Truman definitely 
means business. 
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NEW ENGLAND LETS US DOWN. 

After threatening to secede from the Union over 
Mr. Roosevelt’s change in the date of Thanksgiving, 
Massachusetts is now trying to get the date of Labor 
day changed. The Commonwealth of the Pilgrims 
wants Labor day moved a week later in September. 

The State Representative from Martha’s Vineyard, 
who is leading the campaign, has carried the change 
through the lower house at Boston and is confident 
of success in the upper chamber. Meantime, the 
plan is being taken.up in other New England and 
coastal states, the New York and New Jersey Sen- 
ates having already passed similar bills. 

Why? Well, the Vineyard Gazette, which prints 
this news, doesn’t say. But the reason is simple. 
Labor day ends the vacation season. After the 
Labor day week end, the resorts and summer hotels 
close and the vacation colonies fold up for another 
year. Labor day a week later would add a profitable 
week of vacation and tourist business. 

Here we had credit- 
ed New England with sincere devotion to the tradi- 
tions of its holidays, only to find out that the Vine- 
yarders and all the rest of them skip around to the 
tinkling. music played by the roadside cash registers, 
Is there no idealism left anywhere in the world? 
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GOVERNMENT BY HITLER. 

Secretary Harold L. Ickes, incredible as it may 
seem, wants this country to be governed by Hitler. 

He has set up a simple standard which all citizens 
must honor. Our conduct is to be charted, not by 
the people of America, but by Hitler. 

Here is the rule: If Hitler wants you to do some- 
thing, don’t do it. If Hitler doesn’t want you to do 
something, do it. Anybody who departs from this 
automatic rule-by-Hitler’s-whim is a “Nazi fellow- 
traveler.” 

Mr. Ickes has just said all this in Chicago. Lind- 
bergh, Gen. Robert Wood, Gen. Hugh Johnson, Han- 
ford MacNider, Henry Ford and everybody else who 
opposes our entry into the war are Nazi fellow-trav- 
elers. Even such “good old liberals” as Oswald Gar- 
rison Villard and such “decent Socialists’ as Nor- 
man Thomas are unwitting fellow-travelers. So, of 
course, although Mr, Ickes didn’t say so, are the 
whole 83 per cent of the American people who, ac- 
cording to the Gallup poll, are opposed to our en- 
trance into the shooting war against Hitler. 

Hitler wants us to stay out of the war; so we 
must go into the war. At some future time, Hitler 
may want to lure us into the war; then we must 
stay out of it. Hitler wants us to die, so we must 
live. Hitler wants us to live, so we must commit 
suicide. Hitler wants us to elect Willkie, so we 
must elect Roosevelt.. Hitler wants us to elect Roose- 
velt, so we must elect Willkie. Hitler wants us to 
eat grapefruit, so we must eat spinach, Hitler wants 
us to eat spinach, so We must eat grapefruit.

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TO AVERT JURISDICTIONAL STRIKES. 

Strikes like the one. at: the Ford Motor Co. are 
spectacular: But, as has been demonstrated, they 
can be settled through relatively simple procedures.

Unanimous approval was 
voted Sunday for a plan by which unions would 
first turn to this body for assistance in. ironing out 
all difficulties, If ‘this fails, the Central Council 
would at once appeal. to the National Defense Media- 
tion Board. In unusual cases, arbitration is rec- 
ommended. | | 

This council, of course, has no more authority 
over member unions than has the national execu- 
tive council, Still, it is in closer relationship with 
its constituent bodies, and so may be more _per- 
suasive. It may be able to prevent jurisdictional 
disputes by the application of common sense. 

If this cannot ‘be made to work even on a limited 
basis, then it is high time for the AFL to consider a

Joseph Pulitzer’s Desk 


From the New York Sun. 


HE Journalism Library at Columbia 

University does well to preserve as 4 
relic the desk made for Joseph Pulitzer in 
1883. 

This colossal piece of furniture is more 
than a memento of a famous editor; it is 
& memento of an era when famous editors 
had to preserve within their desks a good 
many things now carried for editors in the 
up-to-date ; filing systems «cf a newspapers 
“morgue.” 

What an editor nowadays most needs is 
not a desk with 99 pigeonholes and 10 
drawers, but one with a broad, flat expanse 
on which he can lay out for ®rompt inspec 
tion and disposal letters, handouts, propa- 
ganda, releases, pamphlets, brochures, mon- 
ographs and other odds and ends with 
which the post almost hourly delyges him. 

In 1883, the brisk business of inundating 
editors was in its infancy. Then as now, 
plenty of people were ready and willing 
contribute unsolicited advice on how & 
newspaper should be run and what it should 
contain. Then as now, pienty of volunteers 
were willing to take upon themselves the 
burden of supplying learned and snappy 
articles for publication. But -press agents 
were not yet public relations counselors; 
the vast modern mechanism of multiform 
handout production was not yet perfected. 

In those days, when an editor came upon 
some bit of writing that might serve him 
later, nothing could have been more natural 
than for him to file it @way in the second 
drawer from the bottom on the left. To 
day, he suspects that if he doesn’t use it at 
once, some other editor will beat him to it, 
or that, in any case, he can always dig it out 
of the “morgue” should it at any time here 
after come in handy. 

In those days, as in these, the greatness 
of an editor was measured not by what he 
had in his desk but what he had under his 
hat. A Joseph Pulitzer actually needed 
little more than a corner of a pine table on 
which to write. But an imposing desk was 
an outer and visible symbol of the mighty 
stock of wisdom already reduced to its 
owner’s possession. 

Today, the symbolism is a little different; 
a clean, bare desk indicates that this after 
noon’s share of the editor’s vast erudition 
is already on the press. 

James Wright Brown of Editor and Pub 
lisher has nevertheless performed a laud- 
able service in preserving this trophy and

| WASHINGTON, April 15. 
S -BRITISH-AMERICAN col- 
laboration proceeds, it is  in- 
creasingly apparent that the 
most crying need in Washington is 
for some mechanism to give maxi- 
mum effect to the two nations’ 
joint actions. The need is strong- 
ly felt by influential officials at 
the War and Navy departments, 
and has recently been thoroughly 
canvassed at the White House. 
There is a reasonable chance that 
something may be done. 


Various alternatives suggest 
themselves, such as the appoint- 
ment of a joint strategy commit- 
tee composed of British and Amer- 
ican military, air and naval offi- 
cers of high rank, and influential 
civilians. ~ But before discussing 
the ways to meet the need, it will 
be useful to document its exist- 
ence, 


Having accepted collaboration 
with Britain by passing the lease- 
lend bill, this country is now a di- 
rect participant in all major war 
problems. Under the present ar- 
rangement, war problems are dis- 
cussed between the President and 
Winston Churchill, who are now 
in continuous, close contact by tel- 
ephone, cable and diplomatic mes- 
senger. They are also pondered 
by the various departments and 
agencies of the two governments, 
communicating through the embas- 
sies, and through such media as 
the British Purchasing Commis- 
sion and the representatives of the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare in 
Washington, ~ 


There is no central body of men, 
however, who are charged with 
studying joint strategy in all its 
aspects, and collecting data on, 
correlating and exploring the ram- 
ifications of the staggeringly big 
questions involved in joint strat- 
egy. This task is too great for 
any tavo individuats. As the Presi- 
dent and the British Prime Minis- 
ter both have hundreds of other 
unavoidable preoccupations, the 
task is not done at all. 


Some Results. 

TYPICAL result is the blow- 
A hot-blow-cold policy which the 

two governments have  pur- 
sued towards the French. Its fail- 
ings can best be seen in the man- 
agement of the North African sit- 
uation. French North Africa is 
one of the critical areas in the war. 
If the Germans obtain a foothold 
there, Spain and probably Portugal 
will fall into the arms of the Axis, 
and the Western Mediterranean 
will become a German lake, only to 


be recaptured by conquest, 
Some months ago, the able Amer- 


ican counsellor of Embassy at 
Vichy, Robert Murphy, was sent to 
French North Africa to learn what 
Weygand needed to reinforce his 
independence. He returned with 
a report that supplies of certain 
non-military commodities, particu- 
larly the tea and sugar much in 
demand among the Arabs, would 
be extremely helpful. 

Action on Murphy’s report was 
deferred, however, because the 
British Ministry of Economic War- 
fare opposed sending Gen. Wey- 
gand anything. Since Murphy’s 
trip, nothing but one ship of oil 
has been let through. Yet now a 
representative of the Ministry of 
Economic Warfare is in Washing- 
ton, advocating precisely the kind 
of action suggested by Murphy 
months ago as vitally necessary to 
save a situation in process of rapid 
degeneration. 

The truth is that for want of 
a group- of men competent and 
authorized to consider the big 
questions of joint strategy, deci- 
sions are simply put off until the 
questions become too acute to be 
ignored. By then, of course, they 
are much more troublesome than 
they would have been if tackled 
more promptly 


Nucleus at Hand. 


HE nucleus of such a group 
T already exists in the form of 

the “central staff” being re- 
cruited by Harry L. Hopkins to 
administer the lease-lend program. 
Hopkins’ central staff cannot do 
the whole job, however, for sev- 
eral obvious reasons. First, its 
administrative business is too 
pressing, and has first call. Sec- 
ond, it does not and probably will 
not contain military, naval and 
air officers with the rank and ex- 
perience needed on a joint strat- 
egy committee. And finally, the 
British representation is essen- 
tial, since mutual exchange of views 
must be the foundation of joint 
strategy, and there is no British 
representation. 

Consequently some influential 
persons propose formation of a 
separate body, composed of British 
and American members, connected 
with Hopkins’ central staff and 
perhaps using it as a secretariat, 
but directly responsible only to the 
heads of the two governments. The 
proposal has gained substantial 
support in the two service depart- 
ments, and so far as is known, is 
not opposed at the White House. 
The chief objection raised against 
it to date is political, the argument 
being that disclosure af such a 
body’s existence will alarm public 


opinion,

ENDED TWO EAR 


Legislature Asks Court to Con- 
tinue Work on Plans 
for Reforms. 


By the Jefferson Correspond- 
ent of the ——— 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.— 
An invitation extended to the Mis- 
sourl Supreme Court two years 
ago by the Legislature, to submit 
recommendations to the current 


legislative session on proposed re- 
vision of the code of civil pro- 
cedure, was extended for two years 
under a concurrent resolution ap- 
proved yesterday by the House. 
The Senate previously had adopted 
the resolution. 

Under this resolution the court, 
which had requested the extension 
of time to permit more thorough 
study of the question of civil pro- 
cedure reforms, both by the court 
and the bar, will submit its recom- 
mendations to the 1943 Legislature. 

The Supreme Court recently 
filed a preliminary report with the 
Legislature, calling attention to 
work which had been done by a 
committee of lawyers and legisla- 
tors appointed by the court to in- 
quire into possible reforms. The 
court did not adopt the commit- 
tee report as a recommendation. 
Insteedld the court suggested the 
addditional inquiry, stating fur- 
ther study of the important ques- 
tion of code reforms was impera- 
tive before recommendations could 
be adopted. | 

Under the legislative resolution 
5000 copies of the studies made by 
the committee appointed by the 
Supreme Court in 1939 will be 
printed, for the information of the 
bar and others: interested. That 


plans of reform to the Supreme 
Court, one involving revision of 
the present code through amend- 
ment of existing laws, and the oth- 
er proposing to rewrite the entire 
civil code, to conform to civil pro- 
cedure in the Federal courts.

100-Ton Washington U. 
Cyclotron Nearly Ready 


Atom Smasher Which Will Extend = 


searches of Scientists Here Expected . 


to Be Completed by Summer. 


The 100-ton Washington Univer- 


ing atoms, is approaching comple- 
tion in an underground laboratory 
near the campus power house. 
Prof. A. L. Hughes, head of the 
university department of physics, 
will give an illustrated lecture on 
the structure and use of the ma- 
chine at 8:15 p. m. tomorrow be- 
fore the St. Louis Section of the 
American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers at the Engineers’ Club, 
Lindell boulevard. 

The machine, which has been 
building for ee than a year, will, 
it is expected; be ready for opera- 
tion this summer. With it St. 
Louis scientists will be able to ex- 
tend substantially the range of 
their researches in medicine,«biol- 
ogy, physics and chemistry. 

An 80-ton square of iron about 
10 feet high is the frame of the 
central part of the apparatus. 
Within this square are two giant 
coils of 14 tons of copper. Be- 
tween the faces of these coile a 
powerful magnetic field is set up. 
Into the magnetic field is intro- 
duced a hollow disc of copper, di- 
vided by a gap into two semi-cir- 
cular containers or “dees.” 

It is inside the “dees” that 
atomic “bullets” are spun around 
with ever-increasing acceleration 
until with lightning velocity they 
fly out in a stream to bombard 
any one of the 92 elements, as the 
experimenter determines. The 
“bullets” are of three sorts: pro- 
tons or nuclei of hydrogen atoms, 
deuterons or nuclei of heavy hy- 
drogen atoms, and alpha particles 
or nuclei of helium atoms. 

These particles, all being 
charged, move in circles of in- 
creasing diameter under the impul- 
sion of the magnetic field. Each 
time they cross the gap between 
the “dees” they receive a new ac- 
celeration. The polarity of voltages 
on the “dees” is changed rapidly 
by a device like a radio frequency 
oscillator. These changes keep 
shooting the bullets across the gap 
at ever higher speeds. Finally the 
bullet stream emerges from a siot 
on the circumference of one of the 
“dees” and is ees against a 
target. 

The results of the bombardment 
are of three sorts. Some target 
atoms are transmuted into atoms 
of another kind when bullet par- 


ticles fuse with or chip out’ parts 
of target nuclei. Thus, lead may 
be transmuted to gold. ae he 


tine is relatively rare because the 
size of the nucleus is to that of 
@he atom about as the size of a 
mosquite to an average 
room. 

‘The second result of cyclotron 
bombardment is the creation of a 
by-product stream of neutrons, par- 
ticles of atomic nuclei bearing no 
electric charge. Since they are 
uncharged, and therefore not de- 
flected by magnetic fields, neu- 
trons are capable of penetrating 
immense thicknesses of matter. 
One of the major fields of re- 
search opened by the cyclotron is 
the study of effects of neutron 
radiation in the treatment of dis- 
ease. 

The setting up of artificial ra- 
dioactivity is the third effect of 
cyclotron bombardment, Five or 
six years ago the only known ra- 
dioactive substances were the few, 
like radium, which naturally in the 
course of time spontaneously 
changed in atomic structure. Now 
practically any element, when bom- 
barded by a suitable bullet, may 
be made radioactive. 


The importance of artificial ra- 
dioactivity is that it has made pos- 
sible the “tracer” technique of re- 
search in many fields. The basis 
of this technique is the fact that 
a radioactive atom acts in all ways 
like an ordinary atom of the same 
sort, but its presence is always dis- 
closed by a detecting device, a Gei- 
ger-Muller tube, which unfailing 
shows up radioactive matter. 

Thus, if sodium containing cyclo- 
tron-bombarded radioactive sodium 
atoms is eaten, the course of the 
sodium atoms in the body may be 
traced accurately with the tube 
through the digestive tract, in the 
blood stream, right down to finger 
tips. 

Cyclotron research ‘technique be- 
gan in 1930 with the invention of 
the device by Prof. Ernest O. Law- 
rence of the Universty of Califor- 
nia. Lawrence’s first apparatus 
could be carried by a single per- 
son. Now a 2000-ton cyclotron is 
under construction at California. 
Lawrence received the Nobel prize 
in 1939,

spot, how can we poor bewildered 
commentators know—groping for 
conclusions so many thousands of 
miles away? You are entitled to 
three guesses. 

The method is fairly reasonable. 
You have a large scale map. You 
have tables of more or less. value 


showing relative’ stre in 
troops and, skeftchily, probable 
equipment. You know from years 
of study a good deal about the 
space-time problem in troop 
movements, the effect of roads and 
various kinds of terrain. You 
study, with meticulous and pains- 
taking care, every published dis- 
patch from the front. You have 
also a background of military 
knowledge of the uses and strik- 
ing and defensive power of vari- 
ous types of military equipment. 
On this basis, you watch every new 
campaign and can perhaps: guess 


about it considerably better than 


the average layman. 


That is the method of some of 
the best of our military kibitzers, 
like Maj. George Fielding Eliot, 
and they frankly say so. It is of 
great value. It is not the method of 
some of our more extreme proph- 
ets who claim special dope. It is 
a pity. 

This is written at the end of a 
quick journey across this conti- 
ment and back again. Never was 
this great, bewildered and appre- 
hensive people more anxious for 
both news and informed advice 
about this great threat to their 
peace and all their precedents in 
social, economic, spiritual and po- 
litical life. 

Never, in my time, have they 
been more avid for counsel and in- 
formation. “Nature faking” 
aroused the ire of Teddy Roose- 
velt and, through his protests, of 
our people. But attractive fake 
fables about the habits of dumb 
animals are not half as heartless 
as some of this military faking 
about the habits and outcome of 
war.

This feminine, pint-sized woman, 
whose job it is to plan menus for 
a million men, flatly declared to- 
day that 60 per cent of the men 
in Uncle Sam’s army—rapidly ex- 


‘panding in more ways than one— 


are better fed now than ever before 
in their lives. 

These are fighting words, cal- 
culated to rouse the maternal ire 
of countless women whose sons are 
in the service. But Miss Barber 
can deliver the evidence in the 
form of additional poundage on 
nearly every boy who has been in 
the new army long enough for a 
Barber meal to stick to his ribs. 

“Ours is the best-fed army in 
the world,’ proudly declared this 
efficient, charming executive, who 
is the only woman in the ‘subsist- 
ence division of the Quartermaster 
Corps. Indeed, Miss Barber is one 
of the few dollar-a-year women in 
Washington, borrowed from one of 
the great industrial food’ firms 
which has made Battle Creek, 
Mich., famous the world over. 

“Tt’s my job to see that the 
boys get a balanced diet and to 
put the food together in balanced 
and appetizing combinations,” 
said Miss Barber, who is president 
of the American Dietetic Associa-

tion. “That sounds formidable, 
but what I try to do is to give 
the boys good meals.”

She plans meals for 1,- 
000,000 men, each and every one 
of whom eats like a horse and 
loves it. 

“Of course they eat a lot,” she 
said, “but they need a lot of food. 
You must remember that many of 
the young men in the army are 
nothing more or less than growing 
boys. They need a lot of food 
and they get it.” 


The soldier boys from coast to 
coast cannot only heap their plates 
at the beginning of a meal, but 
there’s always plenty for seconds. 
And how they love French fried 
potatoes, doughnuts and frank- 
furters and sauerkraut (pre-Hitler 
type)!

are few dishes that surpass a 
well made cheese souffle. To serve 
four or five, melt four tablespoons 
of butter in a saucepan, add four 
tablespoons of flour and blend 
well.

b IONEERS of St. Louis County 
concerning them kept alive in 


the preservation as a landmark of: 


“Fairfax,” the old Marshall home- 
stead at Rock Hill. Through the 
efforts of the Rock Hill Improve- 
ment Association, the two-story 
frame residence has been acquired 
and moved to a new location front- 
ing on Manchester road near Rock 
Hill avenue and will be restored 
to its original appearance. It will 
be a museum filled with furniture 
and historical material dating 
back to the pgriod before the Civil 
War and will be the permanent 
home of the association and the 
center of community activities. 
Most - significantly, perhaps, 
“Fairfax” will perpetuate, in the 


. form of community meetings and 


discussions, the democratic way of 
life as it hds been practiced and 
fostered in the village by the im- 
provement association. This will 
be especially fitting because in the 
early days community meetings 
were held at the Marshall home. 

For 100 years the Marshall home 
stood by the side of Manchester 
road and in later years was one 
of the few remaining landmarks of 
the Old State Road to Jefferson 
City. The last occupant was Mrs. 
Fannie Marshall, who died on Jan. 
6 this year. Mrs. Marshall was 
the widow of Ernest Marshall, who 
died in 1928. Ernest was the son 
of John C. Marshall, who came 
from Maryland in 1834, settled on 
an 800-acre tract in the county 
and built a log trading post which 
was a stopping place for the stage- 
coach line between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 

While John C. Marshall was 
building a home, he lived at the 
trading post. When he was mar- 
ried in 1840-to Miss Elizabeth Me- 
Causland of Georgia, he took his 
bride to the new home, the only 
weatherboarded dwelling between 


_St. Louis and Manchester and the 


only residence between St. Louis 
and Kirkwood except the Sutton 
stone house and the Vogelsang log 
house. 

The labor of building the house 
was done by Marshall slaves. The 
timber was 
from the surrounding land. The 
house was patterned after the first 
Marshall home on the Maryland 
coast, and was given the same 
name, “Fairfax.” From the begin- 
ning, as shown by research con- 
ducted by Oscar Jennewein of the 
improvement association, the peo- 
ple of the Rock Hill neighborhood, 
in recognition of the leadership of 
John Marshall, gathered at his 
home to discuss matters of com- 
munity concern. 

It is believed to have been 
through the efforts of Marshall 
that the first postoffice was 
opened at Rock Hill. He was ap- 
pointed postmaster on Sept. 2, 
1841, by President Polk and estab- 
lished the postoffice in his home. 
He was succeeded by: William Mc- 
Cormick, appointed March 15, 1843, 
but served two terms later. Mail 
was delivered to and carried from 
the postofficé three times a week 
by four-horse post coaches. The 
receipts for the fiscal year 1846 
were $39.88 and the postmaster’s 
compensation for the same period 
was $24.69. The postoffice was 
discontinued Feb. 26, 1897, and 
after that the community was 
served by the postoffice at Tux- 
edo 


The dwelling, which underwent 
alterations, including the substitu- 
tion of a larger porch and an ad- 
dition at the back, has latterly 
rated a house number and has

been known as 9400 Manchester 
road. Knowledge of how the house 
appeared about 1860, which will 
guide in its restoration, is derived 
from a daguerreotype owned by a 
member of the family. It shows

Following the death of Mrs. 
Fannie Marshall, the house stood 
vacant, though still in a fair state 
of preservation, but it was in the 
way of progress and was slated 
for destruction when the members 
of the improvement association 
took steps to save it and preserve 
it. At the outset it was the need 
of the association for a meeting 
place that prompted its interest, 
but out of this interest grew. the 
purpose to render a civic service 
by saving the old landmark. 


The 800 acres which constituted 
the estate of John Marshall lay 
north of what is now Lockwood 
avenue, Webster Groves, and ap- 
parently extended to the eastward 
as far as the North and South 
road. Through the years the acre- 
age was dispersed at various times 
for various purposes, but some of 
it still remains in the Marshall 
name,

byterian Church was donated 

by John Marshall. The congre- 
gation, the second oldest in Mis- 
souri outside of St. Louis, was or- 
ganized, with nine members, in the 
Marshall home in 1844. Ground for 
the parsonage was donated in 1867 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Marshall, fol- 
lowing the death of her husband 
in 1864. The Webster Groves Pres- 
byterian Church was organized in 
1866 at the Rock Hill Church and 
the members of the Webster 
Groves church worshipped there 


until a year later, when their own - 


church building -was completed. 
The Rock Hill Church was also the 
mother of the Kirkwood Presby- 
terian Church. 


The Rock Hill Presbyterian 
Church was built with the help 
of Marshall slaves, working on 
Suhdays, their only free days. The 
Marshall home was also used for a 
time as a temporary schoo] house. 
Afterward Marshall gave the 
ground for the first Rock Hill 
grade school, one of the first in 
the county. A one-room log house 
served the needs of the school un- 
til 1870. Rooms were added from 
time to time. The present school 
stands on the site of the original 
one-room log building. 


Rock Hill, growing through the 
years, was just a rambling, scram- 
bled village until the improye- 
ment association was organized in 
October, 1938 After that, due to 
the association’s activities, a civic

consciousness developed which 
now supports the association and 
aids its efforts. to save the Mar- 
shall home and make it a center 
for further community. develop- 
ment. 

Harry Wagner is given credit 
for the suggestion that the asso- 
ciation be formed. The first meet- 
ing, at the home of Paul Hartzke, 
was attended by only nine men, 
but they organized and as the 
first step in expansion each mem- 
ber obligated himself to bring 
another man to the next meet- 
ing. The obligation was met and 
as time went on the organiza- 
tion continued to grow. Most of 
the members owned their own 
modest homes. They met at each 
other’s homes and talked about 
what the community needed and 
what they could do abouf it. They 
provided a merry-go-round for the 
annual school picnic and promoted 
a community Christmas tree. 


One of the recognized needs was 
better fire protection. The as- 
sociation members talked it up. 
After the community had been in- 
corporated, with a village board 
of five members, the association 
worked with the board in promot- 
ing a bond issue for the-purchase 
of fire-fighting equipment. The

The association, whose members 
are in only moderate circum- 
stances, is undertaking to raise 
the money to pay for the land 
and the moving of the house and 
its restoration. In aid of this pur-

E all know that patients are 
liable to have fads. They go 

' from one doctor to another 
and from one form of treatment to 
another, always seeking. the sud- 
den magic. result, but we do not 
always realize that doctors are 
also faddy. Some people seem to 
think of them as austere and im- 
possibly learned human beings 
who arrive at a conclusion after a 
long process of logic based upon 
science and are always right, but 
they can be just as faddy as the 
patients. Medical friends of mine, 
who believed, once upon a time, in 
having the appendix out for any 
ill, are now giving vitamins by the 
carload and before long I predict 
that they will be using small doses 
of selenium. 

Whenever a patient gets cured 
by a method that is*not approved 
of by the text books of medicine 
the doctors all say it was due to 
suggestion. But the cures they ac- 
complish themselves are never due 
to suggestion—oh, no, they are the 
real thing. A patient has his back 
rubbed by a back-rubber and gets 
cured and the doctor says the cure 
is due to suggestion, but if the 
doctor should wash out the pa- 
tient’s stomach and the patient 
gets cured there is no suggestion - 
about that. Or if he gives him vi- 
tamin B-1 and he gets well that is 
not due to suggestion—oh no, that 
is the real thing. 

What has happened to the fads 
of other days? What has hap- 
pened to Coueism, “Every day in 
every way I am getting better and 
better?”
